have draw n an am endm ent and se­ 
cured its adoption in the senate as 
part of the agricultural appropria­ 
tion bill, providing th at th e secretary 
I of agriculture shall elim inate from 
forests and open to entry all land 
“suitable 
and fit for agriculture.” 
This substitutes the word “shall’’ and 
“suitable and fit.” in place of “m ay’* 
and “chiefly valuable for.” 
Such a law would m ake It m anda­ 
tory for the secretary of agriculture 
to open up every acre of land which 
could possibly be used for agricul­ 
tural purposes 
This land, Senator 
Heyburn adm itted,

taken and by such experts aa the peo­ 
ple have absolute confidence in— 
not under any circumstances by poli­ 
ticians.

The very fact 
that argum ents against capital pun­ 
ishm ent usually arouse hatred and 
anger in those who are devoted to 
capital punishm ent proves how inef­ 
fectual statem ents are. 
“Statem ents against capital pun­ 
ishm ent have been made for hun­ 
dreds of years by the wisest men of 
all nations, but nobody paid any a t­ 
tention to them except to get mad at 
them . It is so because the desire for 
revenge is Inherent in hum anity ani 
only the ages can take it out of hu­ 
manity. 
“It is the desire of revenge, this 
hatred, this th irst for blood, th at 
produces those killings we call capi­ 
tal punishm ent. The sam e spirit that 
caused the seven men to kill, causes 
7,000.000 to kill the seven men. 
“A killing Is a killing, no m atter 
by whom it Is done. w hether it is 
done with the deliberate purpose of 
taking a hum an being’s life. That is 
what they were doing in 8tng Sing, 
Just killing people, th at Is all.”

prom inent women 
were not. 
“ I am opposed to capital punish­ 
m ent* on general principles,’’ said 
Mrs. La Follette, wife of the W iscon­ 
sin senator. “The executions today in 
New 
York 
em phasize th e outrage 
against society. Capital punishm ent 
tends to increase ra th e r th an obviate 
crim e. I do not th in k the state should 
tak e hum an life, for such executions 
have a m ost evil effect on th e public. 
It is a subject on which I feel very 
deeply. 
P articularly here in th e cap­ 
ital execution of any hum an being 
ought not to b© tolerated as an ex­ 
am ple to the rest of the nation. Capi­ 
tal punishm ent ought n ot to exist 
anyw here in the United S tates or any 
civilized country.” 
Announcing his decision President 
T aft gave out the following: 
“ I have given very close atten tio n 
to this case because it involves cap­ 
ital punishm ent, and I em convinced 
there is trouble ae to prem editation 
of the defendant in the shooting of 
her husband, necessary to Justify h er 
conviction of m urder in the first de­ 
gree.’’ 
M onsignor R ussell, pastor of the 
St. P atrick ’s church, w hile deploring 
the death penalty, said he w as not 
certain th a t it would be w ise to 
abolish it. “ I fear th a t the abolition 
of capital punishm ent would rem ove 
th e elem ent of pow er 
which 
now 
tends to restrain him from his act. 
I do not believe in the death pen­ 
alty as a 
vindictive 
m easure, b u t 
purely as a d eterren t of crim e. 
A 
life sentence would be m ore 
effec­ 
tive if it could be carried o u t w ith 
the certainty of com pletion.”
